The    Word   of    Wisdom 


Section  89 — Doctrine  and  Covenants. 

Revelation  given  through  Joseph  the  seer,   at     Kirtland,     Geauga     County,      Ohio, 

February  27th,  1833. 


A  word  of  wisdom,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Council  of  High  Priests,  assembled 
in  Kirtland,  and  Church  and  also  the 
Saints  in  Zion — 

To  be  sent  greeting — not  by  command- 
ment or  contraint,  but  by  revelation  and 
the  word  of  wisdom,  showing  forth  the 
order  and  will  of  God  in  the  temporal  sal- 
vation of  all  Saints  in  the  last  days — 

Given  for  a  principle  with  promise, 
adapted  to  the  capacity  of  the  weak  and 
he  weakest  of  all  Saints,  who  are  or  can 
be  called  Saints. 

Behold,  verily,  thus  sad  the  Lord  unto 
you,  in  consequence  of  evils  and  designs 
which  do  and  will  exist  in  the  hearts  of 
consipirlng  men  in  the  last  days,  I  have 
warned  you,  and  forewarn  you,  by  giving 
unto  you  this  word  of  wisdom  by  revela- 
tion— 

That  inasmuch  as  any  man  drinkefh 
wine  or  strong  drink  among  you,  behold 
it  is  not  good,  neither  meet  in  the  sight 
of  your  Father,  only  in  assembling  your- 


selves together  to  offer  up  your  sacraments 
before  him. 

And,  behold,  this  should  be  wine,  yea, 
pure  wine  of  the  grape  of  the  vine,  of 
your  own  make. 

And,  again,  strong  drinks  are  not  for 
the  belly,  but  for  the  washing  of  your 
bodies. 

And  again,  tobacco  is  not  for  the  body, 
neither  for  the  belly,  and  is  not  good  for 
man,  but  is  an  herb  for  bruises  and  all 
sick  cattle,  to  be  used  with  judgment  and 
skill. 

And  again,  hot  drinks  are  not  for  the 
body  or  belly. 

And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  all 
wholesome  herbs  God  hath  ordained  for 
the  constitution,  nature,  and  use  of  man — 

Every  herb  in  the  season  thereof,  and 
every  fruit  in  the  season  thereof;  all 
these  to  be  used  with  prudence  and 
thanksgiving. 

Yea,  flesh  also  of  beasts  and  of  the 
fowls  of  the   air,   I,   the  Lord,   have  or- 
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dained  for  the  use  of  man  with  thanks- 
giving ;  nevertheless  they  are  to  be  used 
sparingly  ; 

And  it  is  pleasing  unto  me  that  they 
should  not  be  used,  only  in  times  of  win- 
ter, or  of  cold,  or  famine. 

All  grain  is  ordained  for  the  use  of  man 
and  of  beasts,  to  be  the  staff  of  life,  not 
only  for  man  but  for  the  beasts  of  the 
field,  and  the  fowls  of  heaven,  and  a.11 
wild  animals  that  run  or  creep  on  the 
earth  ; 

And  these  hath  God  made  for  the  use 
of  man  only  in  time  of  famine  and  excess 
of  hunger. 

All  grain  is  good  for  the  food  of  man  ; 
as  also  the  fruit  of  the  vine;  that  which 
yieldeth  fruit,  whether  in  the  ground  or 
above  the  ground — 

Nevertheless,  wheat  for  man,  and  corn 
for  the  ox,  and  oats  for  the  horse,  and 
rye  for  the  fowls  and  for  swine,  and  for 
all  beasts  of  the  field,  and  barley  for  ;A\ 
useful  animals,  and  for  mild  drinks,  as 
also  other  grain. 

And  all  Saints  who  remember  to  keep 
and  do  these  sayings,  walking  in  obedi- 
ence to  the  commandments,  shall  receive 
health  in  their  navel  and  marrow  to  their 
bones ; 

And  shall  find  wisdom  and  great  trea- 
sures of  knowledge,  even  hidden  trea- 
sures ; 

And  shall  run  and  not  be  weary,  and 
shall  walk  and  not  faint. 

And  I,  the  Lord,  give  unto  them  a  pro- 
mise, that  the  destroying  angel  shall  pass 
by  them,  as  the  children  of  Israel,  and 
not  slay  them.   Amen.

PRESIDING  PATRIARCH  HYRUM  G. 
SMITH  DIES. 


Hyrum  Gibbs  Smith,  aged  52,  Presiding 
Patriarch  of  the  Church,  died  Thursday, 
February  4,  following  an  illness  of 
several  weeks  duration. 

Patriarch  Smith  was  only  33  years  of 
age  when  he  succeeded  his  own  grand- 
father, John  Smith,  to  be  Presiding 
Patriarch,  on  May  9,  1912.  He  was  the 
fourth  Presiding  Patriarch  of  the  Church, 
and  the  fourth  direct  descendant  of  the 
first  Patriarch  of  the  Church,  Joseph 
Smith,  Senior,  and  was  a  great-grandson 
of  the  martyred  Patriarch,  Hyrum  Smith, 
brother  of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith. 

The  following  is  an  expression  from  the 
First  Presidency  as  to  the  death  of  Bro. 
Smith.  "  The  death  of  ♦Presiding  Patri- 
arch Hyrum  G.  Smith  removes  from  the 
quorum  of  presiding  authorities  of  th- 
Church  one  of  its  most  honored  and  be- 
loved members. 

His  sympathetic  and  lovable  character, 
his  devotion  to  duty  and  unwavering 
faith,  endeared  him  to  all  who  were  for- 
tunate enough  to  know  him. 

With  the  Church  membership  at  large 
the  Presidency  mourn  his  loss  and  extend 
heartfelt  sympathy  and  condolence  to  his 
bereaved  family,  kindred  and  many 
friends." 

The  successor  to  Bro.  Smith  will  pos- 
sibly be  named  at  the  April  6th  Confer- 
ence. 

"  From  the  busy  life  of  trade  and  toil, 
from  barganing  and  producing,  from  dig- 
ging ore  out  of  the  bowels  of  the  earth 
and  from  caring  for  flocks  on  the  hills  and 
deserts,  men  came  to  him  and  besought 
him  for  a  blessing..  With  his  trembling 
hands  upon  their  heads,  he  called  down 
upon  them  such  comfort,  such  inspira- 
tion and  such  prophetic  direction  that 
they  went  away,  strengthened  for  their 
toils  and  struggles  and  with  the  inner 
light  of  the  spirit  illuminating  their  path- 
way more  brightly  through  the  darkness 
of  mortality."

Joseph  Smith,  the  Great  Latter-day  Prophet's  name  tc  be  both  good  and  evil 
spoken  of  among  all  people  according  to  his  own  prophecy. 


\he  following  are  merely  quotations 
from  various  items  of  interest  showing  in 
a  small  way  the  fulfilment  of  the  pro- 
phecy written  by  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith  that  his  name  "  should  be  both 
good  and  evil  spoken  of  among  all 
people." 

The  setting  of  the  prophecy  was  the 
first  visitation  of  the  Angel  Moroni,  a  re- 
surrected being,  to  him  during  the  night 
of  September  21,  1823. 

It  is  contained  in  The  Pearl  of  Great 
Price,  a  book  of  scripture,  and  verse  33, 
of  the  writings  of  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith  :  ' '  He  called  me  by  name,  and 
said  unto  me  that  he  was  a  messenger 
sent  from  the  presence  of  God  to  me,  and 
that  his  name  was  Moroni  ;  that  Gocl  has 
a  work  for  me  to  do;  and  that  my  name 
should  be  had  for  good  and  evil  among 
all  nations,  kindreds,  and  tongues,  or 
that  it  should  be  both  good  and  evil 
spoken  of  among  all  people." 

The  following  will  be  a  few  of  the  in- 
teresting good  things  said  of  Joseph 
Smith  : 

Bringham  Young's  witness  for  Joseph 
Smith — 

Who  can  justly  say  aught  against 
Josejoh  Smith  ?  I  was  as  well  acquainted 
with  him  as  any  man.  I  do  not  believe 
his  father  and  mother  knew  him  any  bet- 
ter than  I  did.  I  do  not  think  that  a  man 
lives  on  the  earth  that  knew  him  any  bet- 
ter than  I  did  ;  and  I  am  bold  to  say  that, 
Jesus  Christ  excepted,  no  better  man 
ever  lived  or  does  live  upon  this  earth.  I 
am  his  witness.  Journal  of  Discourses, 
Vol.  IX,  p.  332. 

1830.     JOHN     S.     REIT)  —  Practicing 
Attorney      in      western    New      York 
State  ;     counsel     in     early     lawsuits 
against  Joseph  Smith. 
"  I  do  know  that  his  (Joseph  Smith's) 
character  was   irreproachable ;      that      .he 
moved     in     the     first  circles  of  the  com- 
munity,   and   he  was  often   spoken   of   as 
a    young    man    of    intelligence    and    good 


morals,  and  possessing  a  mind  susceptible 
of  the  highest  attainments."  (History  bf 
the  Church,  Vol.  6,  page  392.) 

1840.     MATHEW    S.    DAVIS— Member 
of  the  U.S.  Congress. 

"  I  went  last  evening  to  hear  '  Joe 
Smith,'  the  celebrated  Mormon,  expound 
his  doctrine.  I,  with  several  others,  had 
a  desire  to  understand  his  tenets  as  ex- 
plained by  himself.  He  is  not  an  educated 
man  :  but  he  is  a  plain,  sensible,  strong- 
minded  man.  Everything  he  says,  is  said 
in  a  manner  to  leave  an  impression  that 
he  is  sincere.  There  is  no  levity,  no 
fanaticism,  no  want  of  dignity  in  his  de- 
portment. He  is  apparently  from  forty 
to  forty-five  years  of  age,  rather  above 
the  middle  stature,  and  what  you  ladies 
would  call  a  very  good-looking  man.  In 
his  garb  there  are  no  peculiarities;  lis 
dress  being  that  of  a  plain,  unpretentious 
citizen.  He  is  by  profession  a  farmer,  but 
is  evidently  well  read  .... 

"  During  the  whole  of  his  address,  and 
it  occupied  more  than  two  hours,  there 
was  no  opinion  or  belief  that  he  expres- 
sed, that  was  calculated  in  the  slightest 
degree,  to  impair  the  morals  of  society, 
or  in  any  manner  to  degrade  and  brutalize 
the  human  species.  There  was  much  in 
his  precepts,  if  they  were  followed,  that 
would  soften  the  asperities  of  man  to- 
wards man,  and  that  would  tend  to  make 
him  more  rational  being  than  he  is  gener- 
ally found  to  be.  There  was  no  violence, 
no  fury,  no  denunciation.  His  religion 
appears  to  be  the  religion  of  meekness, 
lowliness,  and  mild  persuasion."  (History 
of  the  Church,  Vol.  4,  pages  78,  79.) 
1844.  JOSIAH  QUINCY— Mayor  of 
Boston,  Massachusetts. 
A  fine-looking  man  is  what  the  passer- 
by would  instinctively  have  murmured 
upon  meeting  the  remarkable  individual 
who  had  fashioned  the  mold  which  was  to 
shape  the  feelings  of  so  many  thousands  of 
his  fellow-mortals.  But  Smith  was  more 
than   this,    and   one   could   not   resist  the 
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impression  that  capacity  and  resource 
were  natural  to  his  stalwart  person.  T 
have  already  mentioned  the  resemblance 
he  bore  to  Elisha  R.  Potter,  of  Rhode 
Island,  whom  I  met  in  Washington  311 
1826.  The  likeness  was  not  such  as  would 
be  recognized  in  a  picture,  but  rather  one 
that  would  be  felt  in  a  grave  emergency. 
Of  all  men  I  have  met,  these  two  seemed 
best  endowed  with  that  kingly  faculty 
which  directs,  as  by  intrinsic  right,  the 
feeble  or  confused  souls  who  are  looking 
for  guidance 

"  I  have  endeavored  to  give  the  details 
of  my  visit  to  the  Mormon  prophet  with 
absolute  accuracy.  If  the  reader  does 
not  know  just  what  to  make  of  Joseph 
Smith,  I  cannot  help  him  out  of  the 
difficulty.  I  myself  stand  helpless  before 
the  puzzle."  (Figures  of  the  Past,  page 
381). 

The  following  are  some  of  the  evil  ways 
Joseph  Smith's  name  is  had  among  the 
nations  and  people  of  the  world :  Taken 
from  The  Farmer  &  Home  Companion, 
Official  Organ:  Natal  Agricultural  Union 
{All  Territories)  and  The  Federation  of 
Women's  Institutes  of  Xatal,  Zuhdand, 
Bast  Griqualand  and  Fondoland.  A 
South  African  paper  published  Friday, 
September  11,  1931,  pages  54  and  55. 

This  extraordinary  change  of  fortune 
was  brought  about  by  the  successful 
roguery  of  a  young  American  named 
Joseph  Smith,  the  son  of  a  small  farmer 
in  Vermont.  From  an  early  age  this 
youth  had  amused  himself  by  j>ractising 
— to  his  own  great  profit — upon  the  cre- 
dulity of  his  neighbours.  ■ 

An  angel,  he  said,  had  appeared  10 
him  in  a  vision  telling  him  that  he  would 
find  a  sacred  book  written  on  gold  plates 
at  a  certain  spot.  What  exactly  happened 
is  obscure,  but  he  seemed  to  have  posses- 
sed something  like  gold  plates  with  mys- 
terious writing.  These  formed  "  The 
Book  of  Mormon."

In  1830  Joseph  Smith  with  Sidney 
Rigdon  and  Brigham  Young  founded  a 
church  at  Ohio,  they  formed  an  apostelate 
of  twelve  in  1835  and  the  foreign  mission 
in  1837.     A  temple  was  built  and  a  bank 


founded  ;  but     the     latter     failed     to  the 

heavy  loss  of  the  public  and  the  principals 

fled  to  Missouri  where  a  colony  had  been 

formed  in  1831.     Opposition  arose  and  in 

1839,     twelve     thousand     Mormons     were 

driven   out,    and   took   refuge   in    Illinois. 

In  one  year   1,614  converts  arrived   from 

Britain  alone.

Here  I  will  quote  again  from  the  Edin- 
burgh Review  which  gives  a  graphic  ac- 
count of  the  end  of  this  thieving  vaga- 
bond and  rogue : 

"  The  popular  mind  of  Illinois  was  ;;l 
this  time  strongly  excited  against  the 
Mormonites.  The  same  causes  which  had 
led  to  their  expulsion  from  Zion  and  from 
Missouri  were  again  actively  at  work 
Their  rapid  growth,  and  apparently  in- 
vincible elasticity  in  rising  under  oppres- 
sion, had  roused  even  more  than  the  for- 
mer jealously.  It  seemed  probable  that 
before  long  the  influx  of  foreign  proselytes 
might  raise  the  prophet  to  supremecy. 
Why  not  use  the  power  which  the  circum- 
stances of  the  moment  placed  in  their 
hands,  take  summary  vengeance  on  the 
imposter,  and  for  ever  defeat  the  ambi- 
tious schemes  of  his  adherents  ?  Under 
the  influence  of  such  hopes  and  passions, 
a  body  of  armed  men  was  speedily  collect- 
ed, who  overpowered  the  feeble  guard, 
burst  open  the  doors  of  the  gaol,  and 
fired  their  rifles  upon  the  prisoners.  A 
ball  killed  Hiram  on  the  spot,  when 
Joseph,  who  was  armed  with  a  revolver, 
after  returning  two  shots,  attempted  to 
escape  by  leaping  the  window  ;  but  he  was 
stunned  by  his  fall,  and.  while  still  in  a 
state  of  insensibility,  was  picked  up  and 
shot  by  the  mob  outside  the  gaol.  He 
died  on  June  the  27th,  1844,  in  the 
thirty-ninth  year  of  his  age. 

"  Thus  perished  this  profligate  and 
sordid  knave,  by  a  death  too  honourable 
for  his  deserts.  In  England  he  would 
have  been  sent  to  the  treadmill  for  obtain- 
ing money  on  false  pretences.  In  America 
he  was  treacherously  murdered  without  a 
trial  :  and  thus  our  contempt  for  the 
victim  is  changed  into  horror  for  his  ex- 
ecutiouers.  The  farce  which  he  had  plav- 
ed  should  not  have  been  invested  with  a 
Continued    foot   column   1,    page   43. 
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Love  Truth— Keep  Trying— God  First 

By  Elder  Parley  P.  Pratt,  at  Salt  Lake     City  Tabernacle,  Monday,  April  7, 1856. 


"  When  you  see  men  that  are  not  ready- 
to  repent,  to  bring  forth  fruits  meet  for 
repentance,  but  say  I  want  to  indulge  in 
sin  a  little  longer,  and  then  I  am  going  to 
turn  round  and  be  a  first  rate  good  Saint, 
I  will  tell  you  they  are  deceiving  them- 
selves, for  they  will  not  do  it,  for 
every  time  they  think  of  doing  it  they 
Avill  love  sin  as  much  as  they  did 
before,  and  they  will  continue  to 
love  sin,  and  why  ?  Because  when  He  (the 
Lord)  spoke  they  would  not  hear;  when 
He  sent  His  servants  they  would  not  lis- 
ten, and  they  would  hear  none  of  his  re- 
proof, and  because  of  this  He  will  laugh 
at  their  calamities  and  mock  when  their 
fear  cometh,  and  when  they  call  He  will 
not  hear,  and  when  they  seek  Him  earn- 
estly they  will  net  find  Him. 

11  A  man  cannot  be  righteous  of  his 
own  will  and  without  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord;  there  is  no  assurance  for  men, 
they  cannot  have  the  Spirit  unless  they 
determine  to  walk  in  the  light  as  fast  as 
they  see  it.  Those  who  promise  to  repent 
but  want  to  indulge  in  sin  a  little  longer, 
do  not  repent  and  their  hearts  are  not  fit 
for  the  kingdom  of  God. 

Must  Love  Truth 

"  That  man  is  on  the  right  track  who 
always  loved  the  truth,  and  lived  up  to 
it,  as  far  as  he  could  with  all  his  exertions, 
and  walked  in  the  light  thereof  every 
day,  and  every  time  he  saw  a  little  more 
truth  obeyed  it,  and  if  he  did  anything 
at  all  it  was  his  purpose  continually  to' 
avoid  error  and  walk  in  the  truth.  If  he 
failed  at  any  time  it  was  his  weakness,  his 
error  of  judgment,  his  mistake,  his  temp- 
tation :  it  was  not  because  he  did  not 
want  to  do  right,  or  put  it  off  purposely 
and  choose  sin ;  but  it  was  through  his 
weakness  and  temptation. 

"  I  tell  you  there  is  a  poor  propect  of  a 
man  who  makes  no  progress ;  there  is  a 
more  promising  propect  of  a  man  that  has 
no  light,  and  in  the  practical  duties  of 
his  religion,  that  man  or  that  woman  must 


be  happy.  Why  bless  your  souls,  there  is 
hope  with  such  a  man,  and  though  he  may 
err  in  judgment-  and  make  mistakes  and 
though  he  may  trespass  and  though  hp 
may  sin  many  sins  that  are  not  unto 
death,  make  many  mistakes  through 
weakness,  and  have  to  be  borne  with  a 
long  time,  yet  I  tell  you  there  is  hope  of 
such  a  man  because  if  he  lives  he  learn* 
to  see  his  duties,  and  if  he  stumbles  and 
falls  down,  what  of  all  that  ? — he  will 
get  up  again  and  start  on  his  journey , 
and  when  he  starts  the  next  time  he  will 
start  well. 

Must  Keep  Trying 

"  Brethren,  don't  seek  to  discourage 
or  crush  such  a  man ;  it  will  not  do  to  des- 
troy a  man  because  he  makes  one  or  two 
blunders;  it  will  never  do  to  cry  for  spilt 
milk,  but  try  again ;  and  if  you  cannot 
overcome  at  first,  try  again  and  keep  try- 
ing until  you  overcome. 

"  But  when  a  man  is  not  trying  but 
loves  to  live  in  sin  but  still  says  every  day, 
'  I  am  going  to  be  a  g,ood  Mormon,''  I  have 
but  little  hopes  for  such  a  man,  and  I 
generally  say  to  him,  you  will  not  do  it, 
for  the  Lord  will  not  give  you  His  Spirit 
when  you  please  to  get  ready  to  repent. 

"  But  the  honest  man  says,  '  I  have 
been  brought  to  see  the  truth,  and  I  will 
do  the  best  I  know,  though  I  have  a  thou- 
sand traditions,  and  though  I  make  a 
thousand  mistakes,  and  my  brethren  have 
to  bear  with  me,  yet  I  will  do  the  best  I 
can  and  will  be  willing  to  try  again ;  and 
if  I  find  myself  weak  and  unable  to  pro- 
gress &nd  overcome,  I  will  pray  that  the 
good  spirit  and  the  strength  of  the  Lord 
may  help  me.'  When  a  man  talks  in  this 
way  there  is  hope  in  his  case  :  I  don't  care 
how  much  traditions  have  been  entwined 
around  him,  or  how  many  blunders  he 
may  make  !  I  say  there  is  hope  in  those 
who  seek  diligently  to  learn  their  duties, 
and  endeavor  to  live  up  to  them;  and  this 
makes  me  have  hope  for  this  people  and 
for  myself. 
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Serve  God  First. 

"  But  when  a  man  is  careless  and  in- 
different to  the  blessings  of  providence, 
and  keeps  putting  off  his  repentance  and 
is  continually  looking  after  the  things  of 
this  life,  the  Lord  don't  want  such  a  man 
and  lie  has  no  use  for  him,  and  damna- 
tion awaits  such  a  man  and  he  will  have 
to  wait  patiently  for  the  return  of  the 
good  Spirit  to  again  lead  him  to  repent- 
ance.
